He had no “moods” with his 
family, for he cultivated by strict self 
fliscipline, in the midst of worries and 
Pressing business, a disengaged tem- 
per, that always enabled him to enter 
into other, people’s interests, and es- 
pecially into children’s playfulness, He 
becarfie a light hearted boy in the 
presence of his children. When nurs- 
ery griefs and broken toys were taken 
to his study he was never too busy to 
mend the toy and dry the tears.—Chi- 
cago Record-Herald.

Big Railway Swindle.

BOSTON, Sept. 20--The Boston & 
Northern Street Railway company has 
been the victim of a big swindle that 
involves many of their employes as 
well as a band of counterfeiters. Halt 
a dozen arrests were made in this city 
last night. 
will foot. up thousands of dollars, 

For some time it has been known to 
the officials of the road that bogus 
coupons attached to the eight-cent 
checks have been in circulation, and 
when it dawned on them that many of 
their employes must have been — in- 
volved in the operations they were as- 
tounded. 

The company’s detectives were pow- 
erless to unearth the plotters, and as 
a result tbe Pinkerton ‘agency, the 
criminal investigation department of 
this city and the U. S. secret service 
were called into the case, with the re- 
sult that half a dozen men were ar-: 
rested last night. 

It was learned from the police that 
the counterfeit coupons were printed at 
the office of the Morse ‘printing and 
engraving company, ~-which occupies 
rooms 11 and 12.at 3 Tremont. row, of 
which George H, Morse is ‘said: to be 
the head. , 


The story of the police is that. Morse: 


printed, the checks, which were dis- 
tributed by two men named: Mitchell 
and Collins to the conductors on the 
Boston.& Northern Street railway, and 
warrants were issued ‘yesterday for 
about a dozen persons. 

Early in the evening a consultation 
between Chief Watts, Asst. Dist.. Atty. 
Casey and the chief—of the Pinkertons 
was held -in the department of the bu- 
reau of criminal investigation in Pem- 
berton square and as a result 10-in- 
spectors were held for immediate ser- 
vice. 

Morse, Collins and Mitchell” were 
gathered in early in the evening, and 
when confronted with the evidence .one 
or more of them is said to have weak- 
ened. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock Inspectors Ab- 


bott and Gaddis returned and brought. 


with them the plates from which. the 
counterfeit coupons were printed, as 
well as other paraphernalia required in 
producing the bogus nickels. The 
plates were pronounced excellent. - 

Inspectors ‘were sent to.adjacent 
towns with warrants for the arrest of 
the suspects. 
|. President Sullivan of the Boston & 
Northern railway Was seen last night, 
but declined to discuss the case at this 
“time. He was not surprised at the 
wholesale arrests that were being made 
and said that he would have no objec- 
tion to being interviewed, when ° the 
case was cleared up.

MITCHELL ONCE A CONDUCTOR. 


BOSTON, Sept. 20—There were no 
further arrests in this city today in 
connection ‘with the transfer check 
frauds against the Boston & Northern 
Street Railway company, although 
‘other arrests are expected, 

Clarence (. Mitchell, one of the five 
men arrested last night, is credited 


with being the promoter of and chief 
conspirator in the fraud. Only @ year 
ago he was @ conductor on the Chelsea 
line of the company and the police 
claim that at that time he was making 
large profits by peddling bogus checks. 
They say that Mitchell confessed that 
he agreed to pay Morse Brothers, the 
printers, who are under arrest, one dol- 
lar per hundred for the checks. He 
then sold them to conductors at $2.50 
making a profit of $1.50 per hundred.

When the scheme was first started the 


checks were used cautiously, but for the 
last few months Mitchell had been ré- 
tailing them by the wholesale, getting 
rid of thousands daily. ‘He employed 
Frank Collins to assist him in his work. 
In the last month the Morse Brothers’ 
Printing office has been working over- 
time, so great was the demand for 
these checks. 

Mr. P. F. Sullivan, president of the 
Boston,& Northern electric ra{lroad 
company, was interviewed by a Cou- 
rier-Citizen reporter last night, but de- 
clined to talk about the transter swin- 
dle. 

“Do you think that the swindle at the 
Boston end of the line will affect the 
local division?’’ was asked of him. 

“Why, no, of course it will not,” he 
replied. 

“How will the company proceed 
against the arrested employes and the 
counterfeiters ?"’ 

“In the regular 
courts.” 

Mr. Sullivan was not able to state 
the plans of the company, or how the 
matter would be thneshed out, but said 
that all this’ would be made public 
when the case came up. Tt is under- 
stood that the regular company coun- 
sel will have charge of the proceedings.
